TEHRAN, Iran, Dec, 11—(UP) 
Azerbaijan leader Jaafar Pishevari 
has messaged Tehran saying he 


has ordered his troops to lay down 
their arms and that Central Gov- 
ernment forces will be permitted 


ter Gen. Ahmed Ahmedi 
nounced Wednesday. 
Ahmedi said the message from 
Pishevari at Tabriz was received 
at 2 p. m., just 41 hours after Pre- 
mier Ahmad Ghavam ordered 
troops to march into the rebellious 
northern province despite Pishe- 
vari’s defiance. It was signed by 
Pishevari and Tehran-appointed 
Gov. Gen, Dr. Salamullah Javid. 
Latest reports from the front 
said Government forces had taken 
Mianeh and expect to be in Tabriz 
within three days. A second col- 
umn to the southwest moved up 
49 miles from Takah to occupy 
Sain Qaleh”(Shahin Dazh) on the 
road to Miyanduab, according to 
Chief of Staff Gen. Rasmara. 


“Following today’s skirmishes 
our troops operating from Zenjan 
and Takah reached Mianéh and 
Shahin Dazh,” Rasmara said. “The 
Zenjan column penetrated through 
the Ghaflankuh passes, which are 
the doorway to Azerbaijan. This 
decided the Azerbaijan leaders to 
announce their decision to submit 
to the Central Government. 

“The Zenjan column will eon- 
tinue from Mianeh to Tabriz while 
the other column will reach Mi- 
yanduab. En route, the columns 
will send small forces to various 
localities where the work of dis- 
arming the civilian population, in- 
cluding the Fidayis (armed peas- 
ants), will begin as a prelude ‘to 
( lections.”

The first Government reaction 
to the surrender message was one 
of caution. The Army continued 
its advance as planned and, unless 
the surrender is a trap, the Cen- 
tral Corps from Zenjan should 
reach Tabriz in three days.

Battles Police 


BURTONSVILLE, Md., Dec, 11. 
(P)—The eerie case of the ham- 
mer slaying of comely Florence 
McAllister in an untenanted rural 
turned Wednesday to a 


threatened her life.

200 YEARS IN ENGLAND 


Georgia Records Go 
Home to University

The records of the men and women who were this State’s lead- 
ing citizens 200 years ago—intimate details of life in the raw fron- er 
tier land, what they had to eat, how the climate affected them, what PTS containing signatures of mem- 
they thought of goings-on across the sea—went home to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia yesterday after two centuries in British hands. 


Ralph H. Parker, Director of 
Libraries for the University of 
Georgia, drove, unheralded, un- 
escorted to Atlanta to pick. up 
the big square white pine box 
containing $16,600 worth of early 
Georgia recordes. He collected 
them at 448 Peachtree St., where 
they have been held since Friday, 
by Norman Pendley, who entered 
a bid for them at the British- sale 
Nov. 11, while Georgia historians 
and collectors were still trying to 
arrange financial details. The 
Board of Regents later reimbursed 
Pendley. 

Among the well-wrapped and 
neatly bound records, principally 
journals, account books and let- 


ters from the early settlers to 
friends in England, the most val- 
uable perhaps is the volume con- 
taining the journals.and letters 
of Colonel William Stephens, Sec- 
retary of the colony of Georgia, 
Parker gaid. The letters date from 
April 18, 1737. 


A brief glimpse into the collec- 
tion shows pages of accounts in 
which whole families are bound 
out to certain individuals for spe- 
cific tasks, with every adult in 
the family counted as a “head” 
and children under 12 years 
counting as “% head.” There was 
a list of servants “delivered to 
Mr. Mathews, who married Mr. 
Musgrove’s widow, interpreter to 
the Indians, as recompense in lieu

Some have been sound. Others have 
been ill thought out. But, all have had 
in the realization that 
something must be done to protect the 
lives, not only of hotel residents, but of 
people wherever they congregate. 

Rope ladders have been suggested. 

So have fire extinguishers in every

Inside stairs, it is agreed by all, should 
be protected by fire doors at every floor. 
Some are even proposing that, in hotels 
individual 
should have all-metal or, at least, metal- 


and lodging houses, 


covered doors. 


Transoms, too, should be protected or

Vents should be provided at the top 
of stairwells and elevator shafts to carry 
off combustible gases and prevent mush- 
rooming of flames on intermediate floors. 

Some would require that all mattresses 
be covered in flame-proof materials. Oth- 
ers advocate elimination of all carpeting, 
drapes and anything combustible from 


the hallways. 


Practically everyone agrees that hourly 


Alarm systems have been argued pro 
and con, some holding the panic which 
these would cause might result in more 
casualties than otherwise would be the 


Outside fire escapes are indicated, al- 
though under certain conditions these may 


patrols—checked by time-clocks—are in- 
dicated. 

The same is true of sprinkler systems. 

Yet, the fact remains that, at best, it 
will be several weeks before a considered 
program can be worked out and enacted 
into legislation. 

Then, at the earliest, it will be several 
months before the construction changes 
ordered can be made. Outside fire es- 
capes must be tailored to measure. Sprink- 
ler systems take time to install. Fire 
doors must be fitted skillfully into the 
masonry. Time clocks are not currently 
available in any great quantity. 

There is, however, one thing we can 
do immediately. 

Carelessness causes the great bulk of 
our fires. 

Carelessness on the part of some smok- 
er undoubtedly started the Winecoff fire. 
And, according to investigators, careless- 
ness on the part of the hotel or its em- 
ployes may well have resulted in the fire 
gaining such headway before being dis- 
covered. : 

We can begin now, this minute, to 
fight fires by thinking when we have a 
match or cigarette to dispose of. We can 
become—as God knows we should have 
been made by last week’s tragedy—fire- 
conscious. We can exercise every precau- 
tion, both in public places and private 
homes, to prevent the starting of fires. 

It will require some time to acquire the 
physical paraphernalia which the Wine- 
coff disaster proves we need. Careless- 
ness we can begin to combat today.

Youve Got to 
Get in Their Gutter

em There are always those who say the best pol- 
a icy is a “hush-hush” policy. 
. Bee that the least you say about ¢rackpot organizations the 
etter. 

I can imagine certain conditions under which that might be true. 
But mostly I go along with the policy of getting in there and firing 
both barrels—after you have something to fire. 

I will agree that most of the time the type publicity, or attack, 
is not good. It probably, or at least conceivably, could do more 
harm than good. 

It is a product of laziness and little imagination. It consists of 
solemn, dull-as-ditch-water pieces in which the editor wags a heavy 
finger in the face of his public and asks them to view with alarm. 
He mentions liberty, justice and the law, and suggests that no 
right-thinking person will have anything to do with such a hate- 
promoting organization. 

That’s no good. 

To fight them you have got to get in their gutter and fight 
with some of their weapons. Including mud, if they use it. You've 
got to be highly impolite and you have got to know something about 
them. You've got to call names and know something of their 
records. The pleasant fact is they always have records. 

But the: point is, you can’t be afraid of them. They will try to 
smear you and everything you say. They will try to terrorize your 
family and annoy you with anonymous calls. That isn’t important 
if you know how to shrug it off and regard it as part of the game. 

That sort of publicity won’t help them a bit. Not even a little bit. 

As has been shown more times than once. 

They thrive on viewing with alarm. That is publicity. 


But not on an attack. That isn’t publicity. 

Records For example, it is well to know that the high school 

classmates of Emory Burke recall that he was even in 
those days a fierce admirer of old Benito the Bum, who was run- 
ning Italy on a penitentiary basis. And also that he worried every- 
one into listening to him brag about what a fine, upstanding char- 
acter Adolf was over there in Germany, where terror was the 
watchword and where a man couldn't read, write, worship as he 
pleased and couldn't even listen to a radio program that wasn’t 
according to the Nazi standards. 

It is well to know he played around with the lunatic fringe 
organizations in California and then showed up in New York as 
associate editor of a small paper whose real backers were going off 
to Germany to visit Adolf and to get paid by him. It is at least 
reasonable to assume that if the paper was paid for by Hitler 
money and Burke was on the pay roll he was in the hire of Hitler 
just as surely as if he were working on Adolf Platz in Berlin. It 
was indirect, but apparently the money was from Germany. 

Emory was very proud of speaking in Madison Square Garden 
in some of the anti-American-war-course against Germany and his 
indirect employer.

“The fourth is to give cheerfully, proportionately, and even un- 
solicited, but to put it in the poor man’s hand, thereby exciting 


in him the painful emotion of shame. 

° “The fifth is to give charity in such a way 
The Fifth Step that the distressed may receive the bounty, 
and know their benefactor, without their being known to him. Such 
was the conduct of some of our ancestors, who used to tie up 
money in the corners of their cloaks, so that the poor might take 
it unperceived. 

“The sixth, which rises still higher, is to know the objects of 
our bounty but remain unknown to them. Such was the conduct 
of those of our ancestors who used to convey their charitable gifts 
into poor people’s dwellings, taking care that their own persons 
and names should remain. unknown. 

“The seventh is still more meritorious, namely, to bestow charity 
in such a way that the benefactor may not know the relieved per- 
sons, nor they the names of their benefactors, as was done by our 
charitable forefathers during the existence of the temple. For 
there was in that holy building a place called the Chamber of the 
Silent, wherein the good deposited secretly whatever their generous 
hearts suggested, and from which the poor were maintained with

Several: of our Ambassadors to London in recent years have 
fallen in this category. That was true of the late Robert W. 
Bingham, Louisville publisher, who served during the first part 
of the Roosevelt administration, and Joe Kennedy, the Boston 
capitalist who succeeded him. It was more particularly true of 
Averell Harriman, our most recenf Ambassador, and the late 
Andrew W. Mellon, of Pittsburgh, named under the Hoover 


administration. 
Not Wealthy While Gov. Gardner is a successful lawyer and 
businessman he cannot be counted among the 
men of great wealth who have preceded him at London. 
The brand of diplomacy he will take to England with him will 
be of the homespun variety. It will be based on good, sound horse 
sense, than which there is no better exponent in official life today. 


The former North Carolina Governor has long enjoyed that kind 


of a reputation in Washington. He is noted for his simple, direct 
approach to problems of the day. ‘There is no subterfuge to his 
make-up. Diplomatic machinations as they have traditionally been 
practiced in European chancelleries are as foreign to him as day is 
to night. 


In the world problems he will be called upon to handle in his 
new post he may be expected to deal forthright with the British. 
They will soon learn to respect him for his bluntness and his direct 
methods of approach. 


Also, they will find him tempered and understanding in his 
views. It is a quality which enabled Gov. Gardner, although a 
conservative of the old Southern school, to sit high in the councils 
of the Roosevelt New Deal administration and to carry on as one 
of the pillars of strength in the Truman administration. 


Mr. Truman wanted to name him Secretary 
of the Treasury when former Secretary Fred 
M. Vinson was moved on to the Supreme Court as Chief Justice, 
He was prevented from doing so by a prior commitment to Mr, 
Snyder, the present holder of the Cabinet post. 


Besides being an able champion of business enterprise as prac- 
ticed in the United States, Mr. Gardner will be the most articulate 
Ambassador we have sent to London in some years. He is rated 
as the best public speaker to hold that office since John W. Davis 
served during the latter period of the Wilson administration. 


Britons are bound to be impressed with the easy charm of his 
speech. He is capable of holding his own before any aydience and 
on any subject. A big man with a booming voice, he has a wealth 
of stories and a simple philosophy that make him much in de 
mand as a voublic speaker. 

American and British foreign relations, which have moved on 
a common piane since the beginning of World War II, will be in 
safe hands under his guidance. 


Gov. Gardner may not be the best versed man in diplomacy, 
as it is practiced in the capitals of Lurope, but his friends say 
he is the most expert man on international economic matters to 
be named to London in many years. He should fill the post with 
honor to himself and credit to his country.

Georgia Pulls: 
The Covers Up 


Georgia is pulling the covers up under her 
chin, settling down for her Winter sleep. All 
over the land lies a sense of drowsiness, or hard 

work done, of time slowing down and rest beginning. 

The other day I took a trip with Josh Skinner, an old Augusta, 
Ga., boy, who has that keen love of the land you sometimes find 
in a city-raised man, and his wife, Emily, a Toccoa, Ga., gal, who 
never has lost her yearning for the country and the little town. 
We made a sort of figure eight across the Piedmont foothills, travel- 
ing the side roads wherever we could, The route ran up the Buford 
Highway to Duluth, and across there on a narrow, black-top road 
to Lawrenceville, and on to Athens. And from Athens up to Com- 
merce on the new road that passes through country which lies 
as pretty as any land in Georgia. And back by Jefferson to Winder, 
and from there cross-country on a winding dirt road to Monroe 
and the highway into town. And then across again to the Buford 
Highway, with a big, white moon silvering the fields. 


Same Scene— All day the scene had been the same. A look 


of quietness and of peace lay on the land. Al- 
ready the oaks and maples, the peplar and the sycamore had shed 
their leaves. Beneath the pines the brown needles lay thick. The 
woods had the look of Winter on them. The frosts of Winter had 
burned the fields. The cotton was nearly all picked out, though 
here and there, across fields still white, slow gangs of pickers 
moved. The corn was in the barn. 

We stopped to talk once in a while. 

“The people,” one man said, “feel a little poorer than they did 
last year. The fall in the cotton price did it. If cotton had never 
gone to but 30 cents they would feel all right. But it went to 39 
and then fell to 30. That made them feel like they had lost.” 

There is not much activity in the country. In a few fields 
teams were plowing. Along the road you see tractors, co-op owned, 
er owned by young ex-Gls who have bought machinery to rent 
out, may beeen traveling from farm to farm, pulling gang-plows. 
Folks work in the woods, getting out firewood for the Winter. 
Little Lakes There are many good things to be seen along 

the roads. The little fresh-water ponds are a 
mew thing and a good thing in Georgia, for where you see one you 
know that a man has joined up with the Soil Conservation Service 
to save his land from washing away. The sight of the green fields 
is a good thing where men have put out Winter grain. It is always 
strikingly impressed upon the mind that where you see a farm sgur- 
rounded by green fields in Winter, you see a better farmhouse, a 
bigger, sturdier barn, a look of competence about the place. There 
is always a difference between the places where there is unpicked 
cotton in the fields, and in the places where the cotton has long 
been out, the corn gathered, the grain sown. 

The sight of the little clumps of planted pines is a good sight. 
They have been planted long enough now to make a showing. They 
have the formal looks of parks, of gardens, in their ordered rows. 
There are many of them, the mark of foresighted farming. 

There are many signs of growth and progress in Geérgia. You 
gee more fat cattle now than you used to; more chicken houses with 
smoking chimneys where fryers grow quickly fat for market. 
And Yet Yet, with all the planted pines, you see many a 

** * slope where the timber has been butchered. There 
are many tangled jungles of slashed tops and stumps, marked by 
a pile of sawdust where some little coffee-pot sawmill came in and 
cut everything that would make a two-by-four. You see too many 
gullied fields still, despite the ones you see blanketed with green 
cover crops against the Winter’s washing rains. You see too, many 
rawboned, hayrack cattle. 

Yet we are better off than we were. Every year we do a little 
better. And every Winter we settle down to time of rest and wait- 
ing with a little brighter hope for the coming Spring.

Baseball Is Losing Prestige 


NEW YORK—wWith considerable surprise I saw by Miss Hedda 
Hopper’s Hollywood column one recent day that Leo’ Durocher, the 
manager of the Brooklyn ball club, again was a house guest in 


California of his friend, George 
gangster and member in good 
standing of the underworld of Hol- 
lywood and Broadway. I was sur- 
prised, because only a few days 
before I learned on excellent au- 
thority that when Durocher con- 
ferred with Branch Rickey, .the 
general manager of .the Brooklyn 
baseball firmy in Columbus, Ohio, 
preliminary to Durocher’s reten- 
tion as the team manager for 1947, 
he promised Mr. Rickey that he 
would divorce himself from his old 
associations including Raft and 
Raft’s dear friend, Bugsy Siegal. 
Bugsy is a blue-book boy, meaning 
that he is listed in the socigl reg- 
ister of the Bureau of Narcotics 
of the Treasury. Mr. Rickey has 
an unfavorable opinion of Raft, 
and only Monday he told me that 
in 1947 Raft will be excluded not 
only from ‘*Durocher’s dressing 
room and the dressing rooms of 
the Brooklyn players but from the 
Brooklyn ball park as well. 


ENLARGING ON Durocher’s 4o- 
cial problems, it will be recalled 
that Durocher loaned his New 
York apartment to Raft for a dic- 
ing party in which a chump named 
Martin Shurin lost $18,500 to Raft, 
according to the early returns. Re- 
duced to $13,500 in Shurin’s clos- 
ing statement to the New York 
district attorney, on 13 straight 
passes by Raft, all fours and tens 
and most of them “the hard way,” 
a truly miraculous streak of luck, 
if that was what it was. Mr. Shu- 
tin later was told by the wife of 
one of his fellow guests at the dic- 
ing that ther husband had conspir- 
ed with others to set a trap for 
him and that the dice used in the 
operation contained unconvention- 
al markings which would have 
made it not merely easy for the 
dicer to sling fours and tens in 
sets of twos and fives all night 
long, but very difficult for him 
to throw anything else. The lady 
‘had quarrelled with her husband 
| at the time, but later they patched 
‘it up and she became reticent. The 
| complaint naturally caused an of- 
ficial investigation, however, in 
which it was discovered that Raft, 
although .apparently not a tough 
guy in the pugnacious and daring 
meaning of the term, but merely 
noisy and nasty, nevertheless was 
an associate of Siegal, who is hon- 
est-to-God tough, with an interna- 
tional police rating; Joe Adonis, 
the current No, 1 man in the East- 
ern territory, and Longie Zwill- 
man, a veteran New Jersey and 
Broadway bootlegger, hoodlum, 
gambler and gangster, also with a 
record, 


TWO DAYS AFTER Miss Hop- 
per reported that Durocher again 
was a guest of Raft in a house- 
hold much frequented by gang- 
sters, Rickey and Durocher met 
the baseball writers in one of those 
formal press conferences in Brook- 
lyn to announce that Durocher 
had signed his 1947 contract. The 
impression was given that Rickey 
had exacted no promises or assur- 
ances. That version is incorrect, 
for the fact is that Rickey dis- 
cussed little else in the Columbus 
meeting, and that Durocher, as a 
condition prior to the actual ne 
_gotiations as to his salary and oth- 
er terms, promised to keep out of 
_questionable company. 


Rickey said Durocher was en- 
tirely honest in baseball matters 
and would not knowingly give in- 
formation to gangsters on which 
they might arrange betting coups, 
but “dumb as hell when it comes 
to figuring the consequences of an 


| association.” 


“He has lined up with us 100

ing that Durocher d promised 
to avoid the appearances of evil. 


ALTHOUGH RICKEY says Raft 
has been barred from the Dodg- 
ers’ or Bums’ dressing rooms and 
from Ebbets Field, that does not 
mean, of course, that Raft is so- 
cially undesirable everywhere else 
in baseball. At one of the Boston 
games of the late World Series 
he accompanied Larry MacPhail, 
the business executive of the New 
York Yankees, and Joe DiMaggio. 


The publicity the press recent- 
ly extended Raft in generous 
measure has elicited amusing dis- 
cussion. concerning his cherished 
friend and bodyguard known as 
Killer Gray, whose actual name 
is Max Greenberg. The office of 
bodyguard to a teugh guy is an 
interesting institution in itself, the 
more so inasmuch as the police 
records contain no data on any 
homicides by Killer Gray nor even 
an arrest for so amiable an offense 
as wife-beating.

‘Precious as Gold’ Are Georgia's Historical Papers 


LONDON—<Auctions held by Sotheby’s in London do not often concern Georgians. 


But recently 


this firm sold for delivery to the University of Georgia System for the sum of $16,000 some 30 volumes 


These manuscripts are the records of the “Trustees for the Establishment of the Colony of Georgia 
in America,” including letters to the Rev. John Wesley, memoranda to the Kinga “please remit for 
the passage money of Indian chieftains from Georgia to London—and probably most important of al, 


the names of all colonists, their occupations and their eventual fate in the colony. 


It was this, perhaps. 


that led their former owner, Sir Thomas Phillipps, to speak of the records as “the very Domesday 


Books of Georgia.” 

Since the death of Sir Thomas 
in 1872 they had been, to all prac- 
tical purposes, lost to the world. 
Bit by bit, his immense and price- 
less collection of manuscripts 
were being sold; but the “Egmont 
MSS” remained unsold and un- 
available to scholars until last 
week. He called the documents 
the Egmont papers because they 
were obtained from John Perceval 
(1683-1748), the first Earl of Eg- 
mont and the first President of 
the Trustees appointed by Royal 
Charter for establishing the col- 
ony of Georgia. 


HOW FAR AWAY that colony 
must have seemed to the Earl! A 
land beset by malaria, Red In- 
dians, quarreling settlers, Span- 
iards, and rattlesnakes! But how 
conscientious* the Trustees were 
in working for the betterment of 
that small colony; here in pages 
for the first time available to 
Georgians you may read their let- 
ters to William Houstoun the bot- 
anist concerning an agreement 
with him for work in Georgia; 
here are the instructions to Rev. 
Samuel Urlespergen for estab- 
lishing a colony; Thomas Ste- 
phens writes them a comparison 
between the profit and labour of 
Negroes and that of white men. 
You can almost see these white- 
wigged, knee-breeched gentlemen 
pausing between sips of tea to 
ponder what can be done about 
the case of those settlers who 
“fled the colony for felony” or 
“quitted th@ colony to live-at 
Charlestown.” 


HERE ARE ACTUAL figures: a 
volume in “Lot 7” at the auction 
shows that “of 1,801 persons sent 
on charity, 370 died, 149 deserted, 


leaving 1,291 so far as we know,” 
And the beguiling. title of 
Lot 7 is “A list of persons who

TETANUS TOXOID 

Noted physician advises in 
magazine giving tetanus toxoid 
aiong with diphtheria toxoid to 
six months old babies. How long 
would the effects of tetanus toxoid 
last?—(Mrs. C. A.) 


Answer—Fact that he wrote for 
the magazine would make him 
noted, no matter how obscure he 
may be. Whatever immunity 
against tetnus (lockjaw) one or 
two injections of tetanus toxoid 
may produce probably lasts less 
than a year. The diphtheria im- 
munity produced by diphtheria 
toxoid or toxin-antitoxin injections 
probably lasts for several years— 
long enough to protect the child 
through the first five or six years 
of childhood, when a child is most

SEC Czar Proposal? 
It Makes Sense Here 


We read with considerable interest the Unl- 
versity of Florida’s proposal that the Commis- 
sioner of the Southeastern Conference be given 
the powers of an absolute czar when it comes to 
decisions regarding athletic rules and eligibility. 

Pres. John T. Tigert and other Florida offi- 

Cials should be congratulated for their foresight. ; 


The proposal in reality does not change any of the present 
duties of the Commissioner. It merely cancels that part of 
the rules which require every act and ruling of his to be 
okayed by the Executive Committee. 2 

If adopted and Mike Conner retained as Commissioner of 
the Conference, he would have absolute powers similar to 
those wielded in baseball by the late Judge Landis. 


It would not make Conner or anybody else a dictator in that 
the Conference itself would always have the right to fire him if 
he didn't de a good job. Therefore, those who would oppose Flor- 
ida’s proposal on the grounds that it would give him too much 
power may rest assured a commissioner with such power is neces- 
Bary to this and every other intercollegiate athletic conference so 
long as the public demands present-day college football. It is one 
way by which we can put a halt to the present mad race to obtain 
football players. 

This race, like a rolling snowball, is getting larger and 
larger. Competition is getting keener by the day, high school 
prospects are asking for larger and larger “salaries” and it has 
almost reached the point where a coach has to “cheat” on 
the rules in order to compete with others in the league. 

In short, it is a real athletic inflation and Florida’s pro- 
posal seems the best way to avoid a tremendous scandal 
which will occur in the future unless something is done. 

Of course, the placing of such power into the hands of one 
man should not be done without caution. The man in which such 
guthority is vested will be shouldered with a tremendous respen- 
sibility 

It will take a big man to fill the job. The requirements of 
such a position are many and hard to find in any one human. 
He should have a legal mind with judicial experience. He 
should be a keen student of athletics, especially football, plus 
the possession of such apparent traits as honesty, discretion 
and integrity. 

It took a Judge Landis to clean up baseball and the same 
thing is going to be required of college football sooner or later. 
The Southeastern Conference, which is the most honest of 

them all, should take the lead in getting the houses straightened 


out by adopting the proposal of Florida.

in Tuscaloosa. Frankly, we seriously doubt it. 

There are numerous reasons why several schools are likely 
to oppose it. First and foremost, there are some who just 
don’t want anything like that to exist. These are the schools 
which are doing most of the cheating to get football players. 

If the Florida plan went into effect, these schools would either 
have to quit such tactics and thereby field weaker teams or run 
the risk of being caught in their illegal activities and fined by the 
Commissioner. 

They just don’t want it and will vote against the proposal. 

Then there are others who do not like Mike Conner. Since 
Conner’s contract has two more years to run, it is unlikely 
that he would be paid off and a new commissioner hired. 
Therefore, if the plan was adopted, Conner would more than 
likely be the man with all the power. 

Those schools who do not like him would then join with the 
“cheaters” in the vote which would be more than enough to defeat 
the proposal. 

Still another reason why it likely is to be defeated is the 
fact that schools are naturally hesitant to adopt such a revolu- 
tionary idea. 

But the idea still persists that it will take a radical change 
to improve today’s definitely ill college football situation. 

And despite the fact the proposal is likely to be defeated, Flor- 
ida will sow the first seed at this meeting and it may be that it 


will sprout before the task becomes hopeless.

Saving of Soil 
Cuts Roxboro 
Water Losses 


ROXBORO, N. C., Dec. 11—(/) 


Roxboro’s water reservoir, grad- 
ually filling with sedimentation, 
posed a problem that has brought 
the first accurate measurement of 
the value of soil conservation work 
on municipal regervoir watersheds. 

The first sedimentation survey 
in 1941 showed the city lake was 
losing about 2,000,000 gallons of 
water storage space each year be 
cause of soil and sand washed into 
the reservoir. 

Another survey completed last 
month shows the rate of sedimen- 
tation reduced to about 1,065,000 
gallons a year, Harry C. Edwards, 
Chief of Water Conservation of 
the Soil Conservation Service at 
Spartanburg, reported. 

The shifting sand was anchored 
by permanent vegetation planted 
by 22 landowners in the watershed 
who carried out plans prepared by 
the soil conservation service tech- 
nicians. The change was brought 
about despite the fact that only 
about one-third of the planned 
work has been completed. 

The first survey showed the 
city’s municipal water supply 
would be entirely gone in about 
86 years if sand and soil continued 
to pour into the lake at the same 
rate. 

Roxboro’s City Council put up 
| $1,000 for purchase of seed needed 


,|in the planting. 


Similar surveys have been made 
on many Southeastern municipal 
reservoirs but Roxboro City Lake 
is the first on which a second sur- 
vey has been made after conserva- 
tion work was undertaken. 


Other surveys are planned dur- 
ing the next six months on Rain- 
bow Lake, from which Spartan- 
burg obtains its water supply and 
on the Greensboro, N. C., munici- 
pal lake.
